pany's president said yesterday. 


Finnegan goes on trial March 3 


on charges of bribery and other 
misconduct while collector of in- 
ternal revenue at St. Louis. He 
quit the job last spring while.a 
grand jury was looking into his 
affairs. 


One of Several 


Eugene F. McDonald, Zenith 


president, said iir a statement that 
Finnegan was one of several at- 
torneys and individuals who came 
to the company with offers to help 
get films needed for phonevision— 
a device for showing movies on 
television by subscription. 


McDonald said that after spend- 


ing half a million dollars in 1950 
to develop the system, Zenith ran 
into trouble getting films from 
major producers. Finnegan, he 
said, was one of several persons 
who offered to help and that in late 
1950, 
Finnegan was retained for 


the job, 


Said He Would R<-si*n 


"He told us he intended to re- 


sign from his position with the 
,l government and enlarge hia law 


office in St Louis, whether or not 
we retained him. We agreed to pay 
him a fee. in installments," Mc- 
Donald's statement said. 


Finnegan received a $50,000 fee, 


according to Irving Herriott, gen- 
eral counsel for Zenith. 


McDonald said that within a few 


weeks after Finnegan was retained 
the company received assurances 
from several major producers that 
films would be made available for 
the phonevision tests. The films 
were later suppleid, he said, "with- 
out rental charges." 


No Tax Connection 


McDonald said the fee had no 


connection with any tax case or 
any matter the company had 
pending before any governmental 
agency^ He said the money paid 
Finnegan was entered on the com- 
pany's books as legal expenses.

Roscoe Drummond, chief of the'Christian Science Moni- 
tor's Washington bureau, has found a remarkable twist in 
the capital. Somebody in government is trying to get some- 
thing done without creating a new agency to do it. 


Specifically, the National Security Resources Board is 


trying to promote the dispersal of new industry in the United 
States for safety reasons. Says the board: 


"There is no need of a bureau in Washington or else- 


where in the federal government to do this job. 


Like a cool wind off the lake, isn't it? 
And apparently the effort is meeting with considerable 


initial success despite the board's almost heretical views. 
If it works out, maybe others will be inclined toward this 
unorthodoxy and away from the prevailing notion that you're 
not in business until you've denuded the capital warehouses 
of every available desk and have hired people to lean on them. 


Yet one shouldn't be too hopeful. Back in 1941, Wash- 


ington got a lesson like this and profited little.

Top government officials were meeting on the Sunday 


after Pearl -Harbor, desperately concerned with our dwin- 
dling stocks of natural rubber. With supplies from the Dutch 
East Indies cut off, rationing at the earliest possible moment 
was indicated. 


An all-day harangue found veteran federal officials in- 


sisting it would take six months to create a rationing system. 
They envisioned training a large field force to be dispatched 
to every corner of the land fb-operate it. 


At .this juncture, up spoke a man who was not enmeshed 


in the Washington tangle: * 
"I can do it hi three weeks." 
Nobody believed him, but the matter was so urgent they 


finally told him to go ahead and see what he could do. 


The man was Frank Bane, executive director of the 


Council of State Governments, and a sort of minister without 
portfolio to the 48 governors. He was banking on help from 
them, and a lot of local people besides.

He got it. Alerted by wire, the governors sprang into 


action. Volunteers spread out in every town, ferreting out 
office space, furniture, willing hands -to serve on ration 
boards. With a big map, a set of pins, a telephone and a 
small headquarters staff, Bane kept tabs on the tremendous 
organization effort. Where pressure was needed, it was ap- 
plied. A few preliminary regional meetings had helped build 
up steam. 


When the Monday morning deadline for the start of ra- 


tioning arrived, the set-up was ready. In three weeks the 
foundation had been laid for a system that was to serve—on 
a greatly expanded basis—throughout World War II. 


You would think this sort of showing would make a dent 


on the bureaucratic mind, but it doesn't seem to. The Red 
Tape Brigade, drawing upon an inexhaustible arsenal" of un- 
intelligible directives, soon regained control. Jealously it has 
guarded and enlarged its domain ever since. 


All the poor citizen can do is hope that, because it is 10 


years later, the story will be different this time and the paper 
legions of Washington officialdom will be forced to retreat 
to previously confused positions.

Fifth of Nation's 
Population Owns 
Half of Money 


WASHINGTON —(At*)— Al- 


most one-half of the nation's mon- 
ey income goes to one-fifth of the 
population. At the other end of the 
'economic scale, the bottom fifth 
of the population gets only three 
per cent of the income. 


This was reported by the census 


bureau over the weekend, on the 
basis of questions put to families 
and "unrelated individuals"—those 
not forming part of families. Re- 
plies were gathered in the 1950 
census and so were based on in- 
come for 1949. 


The bureau's analysis said that 


money income was divided up this 
way among successive fifths of the 
population: 47 per cent, 24 per 
cent, 17 per cent, 9 per cent, 3 per 
cent. 


Those in the higher brackets, of 


course, pay heavier income taxes. 
And the census bureau's questions 
did not take into account non- 
money income—f a r m products 
which the farmer's family con- 
sumes, for example.

It supports a lot of leeches 
who try to justify their existence by bothering the citizens and, byw 
cheapening the money more and more they run up the cost of dress- 
ing and arming a soldier to oppose the aggression of President Tru- 
man's old friend "Joe."

Winston Churchill announced that the cabinet ministers were 


cutting their official salaries by 20 per cent but, in view of his VHst 
personal prosperity flowing from the by-products of his selfless serv- 
ice to the nation, and his business-like arrangements to provide for 
his progeny, this sacrifice was robbed of some effect. Mr. Aitken, 
who calls himself Lord Beaverbrook across the top of his Daily Ex- 
press, insisted that if the same officials had cut the costs of their 
departments ten per cent they could have wiped out the sales taw 
and reduced the income tax one-fifth.

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Excess Fluid in Body Often 
Causes Loss of Balance 


A reader asks for an article on 


the organs of balance in the middle 
ear and what causes them to get 
"out of kilter" and cause periods 
of dizziness. 


This question refers, I think, to 


a condition known 'as Meniere's 
pyndrome, which has been dis- 
cussed in this space several times 
before. 


Before talking about this com- 


mon and distressing condition, a 
word might be said about what 
controls balance in the human 
body. There are three: The eyes 
which can observe such things as 
stairs and the position of the feet 
on them, the sense of position in 
the legs themselves called the pro- 
prioceptive system, and a system 
of canals in the internal part of 
the ear. 


The condition to which the ques- 


tion refers is a_ disturbance in the 
inner portion of the ear and not 
in the eyes or the proprioceptive 
system. 


The symptoms of Meniere's dis- 


ease are irregular attacks of dizzi- 
ness, occasional ringing in the ears 
and deafness. Its cause is believed 
to be a dropsy in the deep portion 
of the ear called the inner e.ar, or 
labyrinth. This dropsical condition 
—accumulation of fluid—does not 
often develop in young people, but 
beyond the age of 45 becomes in- 
creasingly common, . 


Some patienU who 'drink a lot 


of fluids find that an attack comes 
on a few hours afterwards—prob- 
ably because of the increased ac£' 
cumulation of fluid in the laby- 
rinth. This has given a clue lead- 
ing to the use of some forms of 
treatment aimed at cutting down 
the intake of fluids or removing 
excess fluids from the body. 


NO COMPLETE RELIEF 


Several medical treatments, such 


as the use of histamine or atropin, 
have met with some favor anc^ 
surgery also has been tried with 
varying degrees of success. For 
many people with Meniere's dis- 
ease, treatment brings some but 
not complete relief. 


The term "Meniere's syndrome" 


(not 
disease) is used loosely for 


several different diseases of the 
inner ear, the symptoms of which 
are alike in that there are attacks 
of dizziness or vertigo (there is «tjj» 
slight technical difference), ring- 
ing in the ears and increasing dif- 
ficulty in hearing. 


More recently it was realized 


that various disease conditions 
could bring about the same symp- 
toms and that it was important to 
find out exactly what was at fault 
in order to select the correct treat- 
ment. Infection, fractures, tumors 
and injuries may all cause sinular_ 
symptoms,

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Slaying of Capone Pal Linked 
To Income Tax Investigation 


CHICAGO —(AP)— The noisy 


bark of guns Saturday night si- 
lenced forever the' easy talk of a 
former Capone henchman whose 
Income tax disclosures touched off 
.a scorching scandal involving a 
onetime Chicago police captain. 


Suave Sam Rinella, 49-year-old 


es-convict under indictment for in- 
come tax evasion, was shot to 
death in front of his home by two 
gunmen who caught him in the 
glare of a flashlight—apparently 
to make sure of their target. Me- 
thodically, the killers bent briefly 
over the body, then entered a car 
believed driven by a third man and 
sped away. 


Linked to Investigation 


The slaying came just 11 days 


'after treasury department investi- 
gators told a federal grand jury 
•about financing of Rinella's ill- 
fated loop nightclub, the Copaca- 
bana. The investigators said the 
financing included an investment 
of at least $100,000 by a $5,2000- 
"a-year police captain. Rinella was 
'indicted Nov. 20 on charges of 
[evading $156,986 in income taxes 
• for the years 1945 and 1946.

Won't Be Ready 
For 20 Years 


NEW YORK —(AP)— Coal and 


water power won't have competi 
tion from atomic fuel for at leas 
20 years, says Nobel prize winner 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg. 


The University of California 


chemistry professor, who discover 
ed plutonium, talked to newsmen 
yesterday before leaving by plane 
for Stockholm, where he will re 
ceive the Nobel award Dec. 10. 


Seaborg said atomic energy al- 


ready is being put to important 
practical 
uses 
as 
radioactive 


tracers for measuring movements 
and activity of various elements 


He said he believed this use "will 


be of greater importance than 
atomic power itself." 


Seaborg was co-winner of this 


year's Nobel prize for science. The 
other "recipient is Dr. Edwin M 
McMillan, a physicist at the same 
university. 


Say Stockpile of 
Atomic Weapons 
Nearly Doubled 


LAS VEGAS, Nev.—(AP)—This 


country's knowledge of atomic 
weapons has almost 'doubled in 
the past year, says Dr. Alvin C. 
Graves, and so has its stockpile. 


Dr. Graves, scientific director 


of Atomic Energy commission 
tests, said in an interview. 


"Our knowledge of atomic weap- 


ons has been increased in the past 
year at a much greater rate than 
in any similar period. Our advance 
almost equals all previous devel- 
opment since the first nuclear deto- 
nation at Alamagordo, N. M., in 
1945." 


He also indicated the stockpile 


of A-weapons has increased in 
about the same proportion. 


Dr. Graves, who directed the re- 


cent series of atomic blasts at the 
AEC proving ground near here, 
said" "it is reasonable to assume 
that we have more weapons similar 
to the ones tested here. We would- 
n't be shooting off the only models 
we have."

THIS IS PARTIALLY conjecture on our part, but it appears 


that radio stations may be in for an increasingly tough time from 
high school boards, unless the contract arrangements for broadcast- 
ing games are changed. 


For in most cases, not only are the school boards piqued 


by the "commercial" aspect of these broadcasts and by the 
board's inability to have a voice in the matter of "accept- 
able" sponsors, but the school boards are beginning to won- 
der about the school's end of the profits. 
OB IN OTHER words, the high school's are beginning to wise up 


in the same way that colleges and other sports promoters did some 
time ago. Their reasoning is beginning to follow this line: "If we 
are to allow the radio station to broadcast these games at a profit 
to the-radio station, why shouldn't the school receive-a share of these 
profits for the broadcasting privilege?" 


This reasoning may seem fair to the board members, but 


nevertheless, the arbitrary action of the Morrison school 
board in this case might well be questioned by those who are 
interested in free speech, a free press, and last—but not 
least—by many Morrison basketball fans.

pany resulted in a strike at mid- 
night Friday when a two-year con- 
tract expired. However, picketing 
did not start until today because 
of the usual weekend holiday. 


Hundreds of pickets marched in 


front of the company's offices in 
the New York metropolitan area. 


Non-u n i o n clerical employes 


went through the home office lines 
in Newark, N. J., but union fire- 
men, engineers and other mainte- 
nance workers refused. The com- 
pany said a skeleton force of main- 
tenance workers was on hand to 
keep its offices serviced. 


Mail Premiums 


Before the strike started, a Pru- 


dential spokesman said the com- 
pany would keep all essential serv- 
ices functioning. He advised the 
18,000,000 policyholders 
affected 


to pay premiums in person or mail 
them to the company. 


Crux of the dispute is a union 


demand for an increase in the 
weekly guaranteed base pay from 
$35 to $55. The union did not seek 
a hike in present commissions. 


Prudential estimates the agents' 


average 'earnings at $99 a week 
plus benefits worth $12 a week. 
The union has turned down com- 
pany pension and commission-in- 
crease offers. 


Called In 35 States 


Originally, the strike was called 


in 35 states and the District of 
Columbia, but later it was reduced 
to 32 states. 


Maryland agents announced they 


would bargain independently. Utah 
agents declined to join the walk- 
out. A Colorado state cooling-off 
>etiod forced agents there to mark 
time until next Friday. 


The company's agents are not 


organized in some states.

Ike Sayg He's Flattered, But 
He Doesn't Say 'Yei or 'No' 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower says he is 
"flattered" to learn he is regarded 
by many house members as presi- 
dential timber. But, in a letter to 
Rep. 
Cole (R-NY), he gave no 


indication whether he will be 
available. 


The New \~ork congressman re- 


cently took a poll of House Re- 
publicans who gave Senator Taft 
(R-Ohio) 71 votes and Eisenhower 
54 in first choices for the presi- 
dential nomination. He sent the 
results to Eisenhower. 


Understand Position 


In releasing the poll, Cole said 


he could "easily understand Eisen- 
hower's position," fland he added: 


"His entire effort is toward the 


effective organization of the North 
Atlantic treaty armies and resist- 
ance to further Communistic ag- 
gression . and I sincerely believe 
that he gives little if any thought 
to politics and the coming nomi- 
nation. This is his job and his 
duty at the present time and he 
is carrying on in an exemplary 
manner." 


Today Cole made public Eisen- 


hower's reply, dated Nov. 23. It 
read: 


'•Thank you very much for your 


recent letter enclosing a copy of 
the press release announcing the 
results of your recent poll. 


Feels Flattered 


"I would be less than human 


if I did not feel flattered to know 
that certain of your colleagues 
in the House feel that I have the 
necessary qualifications to fill the 
highest post in our country. 


"I am also appreciative of your 


warm endorsement of the work we 
are engaged in here, as well as 
your sympathetic understandings 
ot my present position. It was 
most thoughtful of you to com- 
ment on these things in your 
press release." 


Some of those seeking to get 


the general into the Republican 
presidential race have contended 
he ought to make a statement 
early next year to help them 
convince prospective GOP conven- 
tion delegates that he is a Re- 
publican and is available if the 
nomination comes his way. 


On the other hand, some Eisen- 


hower supporters apparently be- 
lieve the general can ignore the 
political maneuveiuigs and stiU 
get the nomination.

"He could go either way on the

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Inflationary Trends Still Are 
Public Enemy No. 1 to Economy 


NEW YORK —(AP)— Inflation 


is still Public Enemy No. 1 in the 
opinion of many people—and not 
all of them are in the government, 
by any means. 


Some business executives are 


worried enough about what might 


. happen to the value of the dollar 
" next year to be studying today 


how to fight inflation on its own 
ground. 


Inflation is a fancy word for 


what most citizens know: The 
dollar doesn't buy as much as it 
used to. Since 1939 the purchasing 


power of the dollar has shrunk by 
47 per cent. 


Two-Point Warning; 


Some leaders in business and 


finance warn of two things: 1. In- 
flation is tied closely to popular 
psychology; and 2. Government 
spending will hit its peak next 
year, pouring' billions into the busi- 
ness stream at the same time it is 
cutting back production of civilian 
goods. 


Of th* part psychology plays, 


the National City Bank of New 
York says today in its December 


letter: "Even worse than an actual 
loss in the value of money is a con- 
tagion of fear that loss of value, 
under some inexorable force or an- 
other, is going to continue indefi- 
nitely. When money loses value, 
and people «ay that it is going to 
keep on losing value, there are ero- 
sive forces at work." 


A Problem 


Businessmen are asking: How 


can we reverse the inflation tide 
and lower the cost of living with- 
out running the nsk of a serious 
slump, such as can get out of hand 
as easily as can inflation? 


One answer has been prepared 


by a businessman for the top man- 
agement of his own company. In 
this memorandum on inflation, B. 
B. Warren, treasurer of General 


Foods Corp., point* out there are 
three ways to control inflation. 


First is by absorption. To absorb 


inflation, Warren says, you can do 
the tr^ck by increasing production 
and the supply of goods and serv- 
ices.

pound inflation you try pay-as- 
you-go taxation, encourage 
or 


force saving, curb Installment and 
housing credits, and raise interest 
rates to discourage loans and 
credit expansion. 


Third is by channelling or con- 


tainment To contain inflation, you 
use direct controls over prices and 
wages. If the levee breaks, the 
flood is worse than ever, however. 
And when price and wage controls 


crack, inflation can get out of 
hand. 


Like most businessmen, Warren 


prefers indirect controls of absorb- 
ing and impounding to the risks 
and disadvantages of direct con- 
trols.
